A new airfield is being built about five kilometers from Rybnik in the 
direction of Katowice. To raach the field, one travels four kilometers 
along the road to Katowice, turns to the village of Kamien and tr:vels 
on to the village of Rzedowka. ‘The airport is two kilometers away from 
the Rebrnik-Katowice road, Izaedowka has a railroad station from which a 
spur was built into the nearby forest which contains the sirfield. The 
construction work is being done by the Varsaw "United Construction

3. The tom has two large industrial installations. The Silesia 
Smelting Plant employs about 10,000 workers# It produces gasoline 
canisters for the army, rolled steel and cooking utensils.
